This poll indicates that Hoover, in 
an election yesterday, would have car- 
ried Macon county by a plurality of 
»5,027 votes. It has happened for 32 
years that the winning presidential 
candidate collects approximately 100,- 
000 plurality in Illinois for every 1,000 


Coolidge in 1924 had a plurality of 
9,788 in Macon as cgmpared with ‘his 
plurality of 876,346 in Illinois. Harding 
in 1920 carried Macon county by 8,569 
plurality and the state by 886,085. 
Hughes in 1916 won Macon by a mar- 
gin of 2,816 votes and’ the whole state 
by 202,320 votes. 
Other Elections Recalled. 

In the three cornered fight of 1912 
Wilson got an edge in Macon county 
of 459 votes over Roosevelt, and Wil- 
son won the state by 18,600. Taft in 
1908 took Macon away from Bryan by 
2,028 votes and then won Illinois by 
179,122. In 1904 Roosevelt captured 
Macon by 3,332 plurality and gained 
Illiriois by 305,039 plurality. 

McKinley's plurality in Macon ‘in 
1900 was 1,212 and in Illinois it was 
94,924. In 1896 McKinley had a Macon 
county plurality of 1,470. He won the 
state by 142,607 votes. Sheed 

Thus Macon county has been an ac- 
curate guide for 32 years in presiden- 
tial elections of Illinois. In 1892 it 
failed, although even then the county 
result showed that the state election 
would be close. In that year Harrison 
won Macon by 272 votes, while Cleve. 
land carried the state by 26,993. How. 
ever, in 1888, Harrison carried Macon 
county by 293 votes and the state by 
24,104. 

One Exception in 4@ Years. 

It follows that Macon county has 
been a trustworthy guide to presiden- 
tia) elections in Illinois for 40 years, 
with one exception. But that was 36 
years ago, and the county has been 
perfect as a barometer for the last 32 
years. If the state plurality for the 
winner this year is approximately 100 
times his advantage in Macon county, 
then Hoover yesterday would have 
carried the state by upwards of 500,. 
000, providing, of course, Tue Trim- 
une poll correctly represents senti- 
ment in Macon at present. 

Four years ago Tux Trisune polled 
the Macon county fair on Oct, 11. 
That canvass indicated that Coolidge 
would get 18,201 votes in the county, 
but he received Only 16,458) ‘The poll 
also showed that Davis would obtain 
6,670.

Ship Hears Russian Pilot. 
ROME, July 15.—(#)}—The base ship 
Citta di Milano reported by radio to- 
day that at noon the Norwegian ice 
breaker Braganza was within three 
miles of the camp of the aviator, 
Chukhnovsy, and was in wireless com: 
munication with the men there. 
Chukhnovsky, with four compan- 
ions, was marooned on the ice near 
Cape Platen when his plane was 
forced down after locating Alberto 
Mariano and Capt. Filippo Zappi, who 
were rescued by the Krassin. 

Krassin Pushes On. | 

MOSCOW, July 15.—Q@—The Rus- 
sian ice breaker Krassin reported by 
wireless today that she was proceeding 
cautiously in dense fog in an effort 
to locate the unrescued group of the 
Italia crew as well as Capt. Raold 
Amundsen, who, it is believed; may 
be with them. The sturdy soviet ship 
was near where the Viglieri group of 
survivors from the ill-fated dirigible 
was picked up last Thursday.

“There's no girl here for you,” 
Tardi said he told Hartnett, and the 
latter then staggered out cursing and 
saying he would be back. At 9:15, 
when Tardi sat behind the hotel desk 
dozing, he said, he heard footsteps 
on the stairs and in an instant Hart- 
the lobby. 


Without a word Hartnett fired a| 
shot. ‘It struck Tardi in the abdomen. 
As Tardi reeled, Hartnett dropped one | 
of his pistols and started down the | 
stairs. caught himself, leaped 
across the ‘floor and picked up the 
gun. And then as the other gunman 
fied down the stairs he took aim and 
fired five times.

It is now a four lane high- 
way from New York to Branford, 
Conn., a distance of over 85 miles, and 
from Boston to Providence, a distance 
of about 50 miles, it is for the most 
part four and three lane width. 

Between Branford and Providence 
two lane traffic roads survive, al- 
though shoulder widths give it three 
lane utility at times. ' 

In this section, through sparsely 


gettied country, traffic moves at high 


speed and congestion is as yet infre- 
quent upon this highway, which pro- 
vides a greater mileage of more than 
four traffic lanes than any other unit 
in the United States. : 

Four Lanes but Not Overbuilt. 


The striking fact noted is that the 
road is not overbuilt. In fact, it is 
on the verge of being underbuilt. In- 
terests are at work for the further 
widening of the middle sections. On 
week days the four lanes are occupied 
constantly. On Saturdays, Sundays 
and holidays they are crowded, but at 
mo time is there strangulation, nor 
does traffic back up in the side sectors 
and produce halts or a crawling pace. 
‘The four lane motor way has provided 
@ way out in the matter of bumper 
to bumper driving. 

Viewed from every standpoint the
